City Hospital Doctors Re- 
quire to Be Absolved First 
of Responsibility.

Sufferers Are Told True Con- 
dition and Then Asked to 
Append Signature. 





PREVENTIVE OF SUITS 





Commissioner Morfit De- 
clares Plan Will Protect 
Physicians. 





A “permission blank,” adopted by the 
City Hospital Board, whereby the physi- 


clan ts relieved of biame if the opera- 
tion proves fatal or results in unex- 
pected complications, is for the purpose, 
Commissioner Morfit told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, of protecting the patient, 
not of forestalling legal action in case 
of bungling surgery. 

‘The real purpose of the blank,”’ he 
explained, ‘is to keep surgeons from 
operating where there is no necessity 
for it. Under this plan, the patient 
must be fully informed of his condition 
and must consent to an operation be- 
fore it can be undergone. The clause 
exempting the surgeon from blame 
means nothing, because a patient cannot 
sign away his legal rights in that way. 
It would be of no value in a legal suit, 
but it might prove of value in a black- 
mailing suit, such es constitute 90 per 
cent of the cases against physicians, 
and that is why it was included.”’ 


The Release of Biame. 
The blank follows: 


I, the undersigned, a patient at 
the hospital department, hereby 
certify that I have full knowledge 
of the operation about to be per- 
formed upon me under the direction 
of Dr. ——, that I have given 
and do hereby give my express con- 
sent thereto and in consideration of 
the performance of said operation 
by the said Dr. ————, and in fur- 
ther consideration of the facilities 
therefore granted me by the hospi- 
tal department, I, the undersigned, 
de hereby release the said Dr. 

and the said hospital from 
amy and all claim of any kind and 

nature that I may have, or that I 

‘might have against them or either 
of them at any time hereafter, as 
the result of the said operation or 
because of the same or because of 
anything arising therewith. 

Tells of Precedent. 

There are blanks for the signatures 
of two witnesses in addition to the 
signatures of the patient. 

Dr. Morfit was asked if a patient 
who signed such an agreement would 
not be likely to believe he had relin- 
quished all claim to damages in case 
of bungling by the operating sur- 
geon, even if he had not legally re- 





linquished the claim, but he said that. 


was not so. Any good lawyer would 
know better he said. 

“I know of a ease out in Denver 
where a surgeon took a crippled 
newsboy in hand and straightened 
him out and cured him,” he said. 
“The newsboy afterwards sued the 
doctor, on the ground that his means 
of livelihood had: been taken from 
him, as he could not sell newspapers, 
now that he was not lame. It is to 
safeguard the physician against such 
suits as this that the precaution {s 
taken. 

Society Pays Legal Fee. 

“I induced the St. Louis Medical 
Society to adopt the plan, now in 
operation, whereby it pays the costs 

, of litigation in suits against any of 
its members, growing out of their 
practice. All the members of the 
visiting staff of this hospital are 
members of the soclety, and their 
lawyers fees and any judgments 
against them for patients woulda be 
paid by the medical society, so you 
can see they are under no necessity 
of requiring an agreement like this.” 

Chairman Gray of the Hospital Board 
said the waiver was chiefly intended for 
the protection of the members of the 
visiting staff, who give their services 
without charge, and who ought not, on 
that account, to be financially Mable for 
any unfortunate results of operations. 
He was asked whether, in case a pa- 
tient refused to .. 1 the waiver, the 
surgeon could decline to perform the 
operation, and said he could.

HIGH COURT AFFIRMS VERDICT 
FOR PATIENT AGAINST DOCTOR 


Right to Recover, Even Though 
Injured in Hospital, Estab- 
lished by Decision. 


The Springfield Court of Appeals has 
affirmed a decision of the St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court In the case of James Hales 
against Dr. Oney C. Raines of 5833 Ply- 
mouth avenue, awarding damages of 
$5,583.33 to the plaintiff, a patient. The 
affirmation establishes that a patient 
may recover damages from physicians 
and surgeons personally, even though 
injuries are suffered in hospitals. 

Hales alleged in his petition that Dr. 
Raines was employed in 1901 to treat 
him for eczema of the right hand. On 
Aug. 10 of that year he applied to the 
St. Louis Hospital Association for a 
ticket. His treatment by Dr. Raines be- 
gan shortly afterward. His injury, he 
alleged, was caused by the doctor’s-hav- 
ing negligently handled the X-ray. 

He asserted that Dr. Raines applied 
the X-ray to his hand eight or nine 
times, which caused the skin, muscles 
and contents of the palm to become 
swollen, poisoned and diseased. He fur- 
ther alleged that the fingers were ren- 
dered “almost useless.”’ 

Dr. Raines, in appealing the case, 
urged that Hales’ contract for treatment 
was with the St. Loufs Hospital Asso- 
clation and not with him, and therefore 
he should not be held responsible for 
the injury. 


TWO KILLED, SCORE HURT WHEN 
STRIKERS AND POLICE FIGHT 


American Sugar Refining Co.’s 
Employes Attack Non- 


union Men. 


NEW YORK, July 28.—Two men were 
shot and killed, four dangerously wound- 
ed, one a policeman, and a score or 
more less seriously hurt during a riot 
of strike sympathizers today at the plant 
of the American Sugar Refining Co., in 
Williamsburg, where a strike has been 
in progress for a month. 

Crowds of sympathizers threw bricks 
at the strike-breakers from housetops 
and when the nonunion men started 
out with their trucks to deliver sugar 
a rush was made for the wagons. The 
police on the trucks returned the fire 
of the crowd. 

The employes of the plant struck a 
month ago for an advance in wages. 

Several policemen were struck and 
painfully hurt by the bricks thrown from 
the nearby roofs. Four men, suffering 
from serious gunshot wounds, were 
taken to the Eastern District Hospital. 
The entire neighborhood became in- 
volved in the disturbance and the re- 
serves from nine precincts had all they 
could do to cope with the trouble. It 
appeared from the accounts of bystand- 
ers that the officers did not fire into 
the crowd until forced to do so by the 
ferocity of the attacks on them. 


ADMIRER ON PORCH OF HOME

SPORLAHOMA CITY, Ok., July 3— 
Mrs. E.°M. Fisher, one of this city’s 
most beautiful women, shot and in- 
stantly killed Dash Smythe, a persist- 
ent admirer, at her home here this 
morning. Smythe had been in love with 
her for more than 10 years, and regard- 
less of her marriage has constantly en- 
deavored to persuade her to elope with 
him. 

This morning she saw him on the 
rear porch of her home trying to gain 
entrance through a window. She fired 
five times with a. rifle. In the dead 
man’s pocket were found a loaded re. 
volver and a picture of the woman. 

The. Fishers came here from Paris, 
Mo., several years ago. Mrs. Fisher 
gave herself up to the police pending 
an inquest by the Coroner. She was 
exonerated by the Coroner’s fury and 
released. Smythe recently visited the 
Fisher home with a revolver in his 
pocket, threatening the woman and try- 
ing to force her to elope with him. 
Her husband drove him away with a 
shotgun, but Smythe has continued in 
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his attentions.

Former Boss “Was Paid 
by Cleaning Concern to 
Talk to Officials. 
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PATENT INVOLVED 





William Ratican Is Told 
Work Was Taken Away Be- 
cause of Type of Wagons. 





That the Board of Public Improve- 
ments kas eiiminated competition in the 
street flushing and cleaning business of 
St. Louis and is giving the work ex- 
clusively to a company for which Jeptha 
D. Howe has become attorney, was re- 
vealed Thursday by William Ratican. 
He made an offer to the Board to fur- 
nish all the street flushing machines 
necessary to do the work at $5.50 a day. 
The city is paying Howe’s client $7 a 
day for the same work. 

Ratican told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday that he had been shut out 
of all city work since last September, 
about the time Howe first made his 
appearance as attorney for the rival 
company. 

Although Ratican has at all times 
offered to do the work at a lower price 
than the rival company, he says he has 
been completely shut out. In order to 
bring the matter clearly before the 
soard of Public Improvements for a 
decision, he submitted in writing Thurs- 
day his proposition to do the cleaning 
and flushing at $5.50 a day. 

More Work for Less Money. 

Ratican’s offer was addressed to Max- 
ime Reber, President of the Board of 
Public Improvements. He _ offers to 
clean 45 city blocks a day with each 
crew of four machines and states that 
the rival company is now cleaning only 
#@ blocks a day. 

The statement made to Ratican as to 
why he was shut out of the city con- 
tracts, which he had from 1902 to Sep- 
tember, 1909, is that the. city might be- 
come involved in litigation concerning 
the patents under which his machines 
are manufactured. 


Ratican declares that he offered to 
give the city a bond in any sum it 


might name and on any terms it might 
require to guarantee it against all 
loss or litigation that might arise by 
reason of the use of his machines. 
Howes Fee Was $1000. 
Jeptha D. Howe appeared before the 
Board of Public Improvements in 
executive session, acording to Rati- 
can, to make an argument against 
giving hith any part of the city’s 
work. Howe represents the St. Louis 
Street Cleaning Co. L. Frank Ottofy, 
an attorney, who is also one of the 
Owners of the street cleaning com- 
pany, has said that Howe was paid 
$1000 for his appearance before the 


city officials. 
Firms in Litigation. 


The Sanitary Street Flushing Ma- 
chine Co. and the St. Louis Street 
Flushing Machine Co., Ratican’s com- 
pany, have been in litigation over pat- 
ents since 1904. Until September, 1909, 
the attorneys for the Sanitary Street 
Flushing Machine Co, were John M. 
Holmes, Frank Ottofy and James L, 
Hopkins. : 

They handled all the company’s suits 
in the Federal courts, and Howe never 
made a public appearance as counsel 
for the company until the matter of 
contracts with the city came up, ac- 
cording to Ratican. As soon as Howe 
appearéd, Ratican was shut out, and 
the company the former boss represents 
has had the exclusive work since. This 
work amounts to more than $5000 a 
month. 

Ratican says that he has won all the 
suits tn the Federal courts and has the 
right under the decisions to use his ma- 
chines. He is now under bond of $25,- 
000 to the city on former contfgacts and 
offered to let the city write, its own 
bond to guarantee it against loss from 
any further litigation. 

Walther Asked for Decision. 
City Counselor Walther was ask 
last fall by the Board of Public Im- 
provements for an opinion on some 
point involved in the controversy. 
Walther, who was supported for City 
Counselor by Howe, has not rendered 

the optniom according to Ratican. 

Walther was formerly president of 
the Young Men's Republican Aurxil- 
lary, organized by Howe, which form- 
erly was known as “Jep’s Band of 
Hope.” President Reber was also 
supported by Howe at the last elec- 
tion, 


HOWE IN GLEE WHEN HE 
SUES POLITICAL OPPONENT 


Jeptha D. Howe was in high glee 
Thursday when he filed a suit for $822.22 
against G. B. Webster, an opponent of 
the Kreismann-Howe political faction. 
Howe looked up the newspaper men 
and told them about the petition, for 
fear they would not.see it.

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MODEL PUPILS 
SHOT TAKING PART 


UF GEN. GUSTER 





Willie Waimer, 
Wounded by Edward. Mc- 
- Tighe, May Die. 





Willie Wimer, 13 years old, of 2732 
Madison avenue, “the model school- 
boy,’”’ is said to be dying at St. Mary’s 
Hospital, as the result of playing the 
part of Gen. Custer in his “last fight,”’ 
to.the Sitting Bull of 12-year-old HEd- 
ward McTighe, armed with a cat rifle, 
who accidentally shot Wimer in the 
chest. 

Willie was the official model school- 
boy. Not a suspicion of a blot stands 
against his record in school. A year 
ago, he was publicly proclaimed the 
model schoolboy by Prof. Stevenson of 
the Penrose School, who presented him 
with a gold medal. Ranking high both 
in studies and athletic sports, young 
Wimer never missed a day at school, 
was never late and for seven years did 
not have a single complaint lodged 
against him by any teacher. 

The thrilling drama, ‘“‘Custer’s Last 
Fight,” which ended disastrously for Wil- 
lie, was staged in the pack yard of the 
home of little Edward Tighe, 2717 Madi- 
son avenue, Wednesday afternoon. 
George Oppman and John O’Donnell, 
schoolboys, played the parts of soldiers 
under command of ‘Custer.’’ 

“Sitting Bull” Eddie McTighe moved 
the rifle up and down the line of captive 
Indian fighters before him, in Western 
fashion. Then as it was held pointed at 
“Gen. Custer’? Wimer it was discharged. 

For several seconds afterwards Willie 
was unaware that the bullet had en- 
tered his chest. Then he saw the blood 
coloring his shirt. Eddie, who had shot 
him, called his mother and Mrs. Mc- 
Tighe and the three boys went with 
Willie to hfs homa, 

Not Considered Dangerous, 

Nobody yet appreciated the danger of 
the wound. 

“If you had aimed just a trifle lower,” 
Willie told the frightened Eddie, “you 
would have hit my watch and it 
wouldn’t have hurt me.” To prove his 
assertion Willie took his watch from his 
jumpers’ pocket and then, replacing it, 
tried to demonstrate how the bullet had 
passed through the ring on the time- 
plece. 

After Wrillie’s sister had dressed the 
wound @ physician was telephoned for. 
The persqn who telephéned for the phy~ 
siclan, however, gave the wrong address 
and it was three hours before the boy 
got medical attention. In the meantime 
he had bled internally. 

“We believe he is going to die,” a 
sister of the boy, in tears, told @ 
Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday. 
“We were with him until 3 o'clock 
this morning at the hospital and 
he @TeW Worse each hour. The doc- 
tors held out little hope. for us.” 

The cat rifle, Mrs. McTighe says, 
had been stored away in a box tn the 
coal shed in the rear of her residence. 
How it happened to be leaded no one 
has. been able to explain.

CHICAGO, July 28.—The Chicago Tri- 
bune today prints a statement that an

Hopkins. The story follows close on a 
luncheon where Roger Sullivan, Demo- 
cratic National Committeeman for Il- 
linois, and representatives of the Legis- 
lative Voters’ League fired pointed re- 
marks at each other. On this occasion 
Mr. Sullivan is quoted as saying: 

“Why don’t you fellows look into 
what Albert J. Hopkins was trying to 
do at Springfield for four months?” 

The Tribune declares that $35,000 was 
collected to buy the needed votes. It 
was placed in the hands of two little- 
known legislators and the block of 
votes selected and made ready for de 
livery. 

It is alleged that Mr. Sullivaffend 
Speaker Shurtleff foiled the plan. The 
Speaker is said to have told the cul- 
prits that he would expose the plot 
from the chair the moment a Demo- 
cratic ballot was cast for Hopkins. 

Then Sullivan entered the arena. He 
arrived at springfield at midnight one 
night and, gathering the 17 about him, 
threatened to break every political vone 
in their bodies if they voted for Hop- 
kins. That ended it 

The Tribune expresses the belief that 
the plot was formed without the knowl- 
edge of Senator Hopkins. The story is 
said to have leaked out to anti-Hop- 
kins Republicans and to the Demo- 
cratic leaders through the babblings of 
one of the 17 who was rejoicing at the 
prospect of “easy money.”

NEW YORK, July 28.—That which is 
called ‘“‘the boldest venture in American 
financial history and particularly in the 
history of American railroads,” has 
come to grief and the enormous hold- 
ings in the Rock Island, the W'abash 
and the Lehigh Valley, which had been 
aoquired by Dr. F. F. Pearson and an 
association of London and Canadian 
financiers, have been taken over by 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., and what might 
have been a frightful panic in Wall 
street has been averted. 

Dr. Pearson is a noted English finan- 
cler, who has had large holdings in 
street railway lines of South America 
and Mexico, but he must not be con- 
fused with Sir Sweetman Pearson, that 
other British financier and contractor 
whose holdings of Mexican oil stock 
have interested the world. 

Dr. Pearson and his associates de- 
cided that they wanted an American 
transcontinental railway and proceeded 
to acquire it in the open market. First 
they purchased enormously of the Rock 
Island stock, with the result that Pear- 
son and one other of his party were 
elected to the directorate. 

Went After Lehigh Valley. 
Next they discovered that the Rock 
Island only ran from Denver to Chi- 
cago. Hence they turned their atten 
tion to the Lehigh Valley Rallroad, 
which runs from New York to Buffalo. 
They contemplated extensions to con- 
nect Chicago with Buffalo. 

The Britishers looked over the map 
and reached the conclusion that it 
was not best to have their line end 
in the mountains of Colorado, hence 
they made enormous purchases of 
Denver & Rio Grande, which in turn 
owns the Western Pacific. 

But the Missouri Pacific owns 40 per 
cent of the stock of the Denver & 
Rio Grande, so the Pearson syndl- 
cate decided to strengthen itself all 
along the line by making: purchases 
of Missouri Pacific stock. Just how 
much stock the syndicate did acquire 
cannot be learned, but its holdings 
are said; to be enormous. 

Under the influence of these pur- 
chasings and for other reasons the 
Lehigh Valley went from 67 up to 
121%. The Rock Island went soaring, 
too, for it is understood the Pearson 
people purchased at least $20,000,000 
of its stock. The other companies 
did likewise. 

Invested 850,000,000. 

In all the purchasings by the Pear- 
son syndicate reached at least $650,- 
000,000. in actual money. Much of it 
was borrowed money, of course, and 
the 'stock of the railroads was put 
up as collateral, but the margins were 
long and everything looked safe. 

Recently all stocks took a tumble, 
and up to Tuesday Rock Island com- 
mon had fallen from 57% to 22%, 
Rock Island preferred from 92% to 
60, Wabash common 27% to 12%, 
Wabash preferred from 61 to 28%, 
and Missouri Pacific from 78% to 41.

Uzzell says he proposes to close per- 
manently four resorts within two miles 
of Granite City. The reason he 
decided on the crusade was, he 
says, a threat by his enemies that if 
they did not succeed in having him re- 
moved from office on account of the 
gambling they would on account of the 
Sunday violations. 

$1025 in Liquor Receipts. 

The 41 saloons in Granite City pay an 
annual license of $20,500. It is esti- 
mated that the average daily receipts 
of each place is $25 a day, making a to- 
tal of $1025 Granite City pays daily to 
quench its thirst. Saloonkeepers say 
the Sunday business pays the wages of 
one bartender and for the license. 
Harry Bricker, who has a saloon di- 
agonally opposite Uzzell’s drug store at 
Nineteenth and D streets, was defiant 
when told of the Mayor’s plans.

combine reigned supreme, but he was 
not a member of the combine, and was 
always free from any mention in con- 
nection with its operations. He is the 
only candidate for the Republican nom- 
ination, and has the endorsement of the 
Bar Association. During his term as 
Probate Judge he has enlarged his 
courtroom and moved all records from 


the basement to the first floor of the 


courthouse, increasing the accommo- 
dations for those who have business 
with his court.

George Sidener. He has been a terror to 
mashers and automobile speeders, fining 
both heavily. He was endorsed by the 
Bar Association for Judge of the Court 
of Criminal Correction, Division 1 
Thomas BH. HKstep—Democrat—Has 
pr ng law in 8t. Louis since 
He was Aasista 
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for the nomination for Judge of Division 
No. 2 of the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion. As @ result the Republican who 
captures the nomination practically is 
assured of election unless the Demo- 
cratic City Committee selects a candi- 
date after the primary election.

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The primary election to be held next 
Tuesday will cost the taxpayers of St. 
Louis approximately $65,000, according to 
estimates furnished by the Board of 
Election Commissioners. It is estimated 
that not more‘ than %,000 votes will be 
cast. 

If the estimate proves correct the 
average cost to the city of each vote 
cast will be $1.85. 

It will cost $32,240 to pay the judges 
and clerks for the service they render 
in thé primaries. Each judge ani 
clerk is pald $ a day for thp days 
they actually work. The 806 clefks put 
in three days time, July 9, July 23 
and Aug. 2. 

At each polling place two judges and 
one clerk of each party, six election 
officials in all, are in charge for a pri- 
mary election, as many as would be 
on duty at a presidential election. Vote- 
ers have asked why the expense of the 
primary to the city could not be ma- 
terially reduced by lessening the number 
of these functionaries. 

Chairman Kortjohn, when asked as to 
the feasibility of reducing this number, 
replied, 
get along with one less judge for each 
party. Four men could do the work, | 
cases, as well as six. But I 
doubt whether we should lessen the 
present safeguards against fraud, mere- 
ly to save expense. 

“Two honest judges can prevent fraud. | 
One might not be able to. Experience 
has shown that the greater number 
makes the difference, in many precincts, 
between a dishonest and an honest elec- 
tion.”’

LONGWORTH LOST 


NOMINATION BY 
STRIFE IN PARTY 


Had No Chance in Ohio Con- 
vention Because of Cox- 
‘Burton Fight. 








From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


COLUMBUS, O., July 28.—Outgener- 
aled at every turn,ethe ‘‘Progressives” 
and ‘“Insurgents‘’ serving under the 
standards of the Roosevelt-Garfield 
combination and Congressional clique 
headed by Senators Dick and Burton, 
were defeated in the Republican State 
convention before the onslaught of the 
old-time bosses headed by George B. 
Cox of Cincinnati. 

The war between Cox and Burton 
prevented the nomination of Congress- 
man Longworth, who seemed to be the’ 
popular choice of the delegates. 


It was not alone in the matter of can- 
didates that the “‘Progressive’’ and ‘‘In- 
surgents’’ were beaten. The platform 
as framed by the bosses of the Cox 
type, who were in control, ignored most 
of the demands made by young ‘“Jim- 
my”’’ Garfield, the leader of the ‘‘Pro- 
gressives,”” who was regarded as the 
spokesman of Col. Roosevelt. 

Five Votes for Garfield, 

Garfield received five votes out of the 
1066 cast on the third and final ballot. 
He and his supporters were very much 
chagrined at the apparent unpopularity 
of the reforms, which they have been 
advocating for six months. The senti- 
ment of the convention was decidedly 
antagonistic to them. For the manifest 





purpose of establishing this fact, the 
princtpal plank in the platform adopted 
meted out the fullest measure of praise 
for the Taft administration, and pledged 
the vote of the delegates of the next 
National Republican convention to the 
President. 

The Democratic State Convention in- 
dorsed the candidacy of Gov. Harmon 
when it renominated him for Governor 
three weeks ago. 

There is little apparent enthusiasm 
for the ticket nominated to oppose Gov. 
Harmon and his associates on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket. 

Warren G. Harding, the nominee for 
Governor, while @ man of considera- 
ble ability, is not viewed by even the 
most rabid Republican as @ worthy foe 
of the Democratic candidate. 

Hard Fight Is On. 

The bitterness engendered by the gpen 
war between Cox and Burton, the re- 
pudiation of the ‘progressive’ and “‘in- 
surgent’ wings of -the party, and the 
existence of factional rows between dis- 
gruntled leaders will not be removed 
without a deal of harmonizing, in the 
opinion of conservative Republicans. It 
ig not believed that either President 
Taft or Col. Roosevelt will go out of his 
way to help the combination of “‘stand- 
patter’ bosses led by Cox to elect the 
ticket, though the President’s friends 
express themselves as very well satis- 
fied with it. 

The Congressmen who had antici- 
pated a victory for the insurgent ele- 
ment are already beginning to shift 
their policy. The platform offered 
no encouragement for them to adopt 
the policy of the Progressives. 


COL, ROOSEVELT IS PLEASED 
WITH SON-IN-LAW’S WORK

OYSTER BAY, N.- Y., July 28.—So 
far as Col. Roosevelt is concerned he 
is going to leave Ohio Republicans to 
their own making or unmaking. He 
does not intend to make any speeches 
in Ohio during the campaign. So far 
as direct «quotations regardin the 








Ohio. situation go, Col. Roosevelt 
authorizes only this statement: 

“I am greatly interested in the 
Ohio situation, but I have carefully 
refrained from taking any sides in 
the contest there and I have nothing 
to say as to the result.” 

The former president also author- 
izes the statement that he was par- 
ticularly. pleased with the work of 
Nicholas Longworth and James R. 
Garfield in the convention. The 
Colonel believes that Mr. Longworth 
made an excellent speech in opening 
the convention and extricated him- 
self from a difficult political situa- 
tion in a clever manner. 

It is understood that both Mr. 
Longworth and Mr. Garfield had 
been . advised by Col. Roosevelt 
against pushing their candidacy this 
year, and that he is pleased rather 
than ~ otherwise that neither was 
named as the candidate. 

Favors Tariff Commission. 

Regarding the platform, the Colonel 
said he didn’t wish to make any state- 
ment until he had studied the matter 
carefully. The former president is on 
record as favoring a progressive piat- 
form in Ohio. It can be definitely stated 
that Col, Roosevelt believes that the 
time has come when there should be 
appointed a tariff commission in this 
country to go into the subject in every 
detail and handle the tariff as a mere 
business matter.

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RAIL FENCE EDUCATION. 

Improvement forces change, but change does 
not force improvement. Not necessarily, in Illi- 
nois, or anywhere else, by any manner of means. 

The wire fences of Illinois are a great change 
from fetices constructed of the stout oak rails 
Abraham Lincoln used to make. As fences, wire 
fences are not an improvement on the Lincoln 
rail fence and moreover the wire fence supplies 
no means of educating idiotic despots into a 
knowledge of the primary principles of American 
civilization. 

An emergency exists in Illinois at present, with 
a number of idiotic despots in urgent need of 
immediate education. One of them is the ‘Presi- 
dent” of the Village Board in a Chicago suburb. 
He has “seized” a private house because he sus- 
pects its late owner of having committed suicide 
instead of being murdered. The other is the 
“President” of a board of health in the vicinity 
of Aurora who has issued a threat of arrest 
against all citizens of Illinois under his jurisdic- 
tion who do not bathe once a week or oftener. 

In the era of the Lincoln rail fence the oiti- 
zenry of Illinois was opposed to violence, but it 
did not object to a peaceful procession, organ- 
ized to educate an idiot in office up to the 
sense of his responsibilities. In such a case, the 
official idiot was mounted on a triangular rail of 
the Lincoln type and borne in triumph by his 
constituents up and down the main‘ street. After 
this, he was released with a request to think it 
over. 

In the language of Cato Uticensis, this method 
of educating public idiots is “more majorum.” 
In Hlinois that classical phrase means the peace- 
ful and proper use of a Lincoln rail, applied as 
a stimulant to the despotic intellect.

to him. 
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THE OITY BUDGET EXHIBIT. 

Eventually we shall get down to the idea that 
a city must be managed on a business basis. 
This does not mean that the city employes shall 
be paid less for their services than those sery- 
ices are worth. It does mean that the public 
moneys shall be expended “for value received,” 
and that every citizen who is interested in the 
management of his city shall know precisely 
how and for what every dollar has been spent. 

To bring this about, the City Budget Exhibit 
has been devised. New York began it, through 
its Bureau of Municipal Research, an organiza- 
tion of citizens which is delving into every de- 
partment of municipal activity with the object of 
improving the efficlency of the public instity- 
tions. Two years ago this bureau prepared a 
pudget exhibit, consisting of summaries, com- 
aarative tables, charts, photographs and other 
devices intended to make clear to the citizens 
what the city government has done and what it 
proposed to do. Cost of supplies to the city and 
what they could be bought for in the open mar- 
ket was one of the chief exhibits in this object 
lesson. 

It was inevitable that the porftical organiza- 
isons should attempt to maxe partisan capital out 
of the new movement. Last year, with ‘a munici- 
pal campaign in progress, we Tammany and 
anti-Tammany organizations each presented a 
budget exhibit, thus confusing the public mind 
and to a great extent nullifying the bureau's pre- 
vious work. This year the city governmert of 
New York is planning to make an official ex- 
hibit. 

The ideal exhibit would be one made by ex- 
perts, sworn to nonpartisan action and composed 
of an equal number of men of each leading party. )

REFORMS BEFORE THEORIES. 


Speaking to the Democratic Club at Seattle on 
Friday, Mr. Folk said; “A tariff other than for 
revenue is merely a legalized graft. If the Demo- 
cratic party fails to fight the system of protec- 
tion, and merely quibbles over the schedules, it 
will have no reason for existence.” 

On the same day Senator Cummins, addressing 
a Chautauqua audience at Council Grove, Kan., 
said: “I and all progressive Republicans sin- 
cerely believe in the protection theory, but we 
do not believe in allowing monopolies to control 
the industries of the country.” 

In the difference between these two utter- 
ances we have a clear presentation of the issue 
that threatens to prevent a union of the people 
against plutocracy in the coming campaign. On 
one side is the doctrinarian demand for theoret- 
ical free trade. On the other side a demand for 
a theoretically fair system of protection. 

How are these demands to be harmonized? The 


‘issue is similar to that of 1860, when one set of 


reformers demanded the utter abolition of slav- 
ery, while another set would go no further than 
to demand a return to the Missouri compromise 
and a repeal of the fugitive slave act. 

In 1860 a means was found of getting the rad- 
ical abolitionists, the free soil Democrats and 
the progressive Whigs to march together. It 
ought to be possible to find an equal states- 
manship now. In this juncture the free trader 
and the tariff reformer have a common ground 
to stand on. Each of them wishes to curb the 
power of plutocracy arm@gput an end to existing 
evils. Why not fight together for immediate 
retrenchment and reform? Better take a step 
in the right direction than stand still. 

From Cannon and from Bristow there has 
come some hot stuff; Bryan has talked county 
option and Taft has commended long holidays, 
but from Oyster Bay there has come nothing but 
a host of fellows holding their tongues. 
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THE CLIMAX OF FOLLY. 

Folly in the new City Hospital Management 
reached its climax in the adoption of the rule 
that all patients shall sign a “permission blank” 
and waiver of damages before operations are per- 
formed. The paper to be signed gives permis- 
sion for the surgeons of the hospital to perform 
the operation required and relieves the city of 
responsibility for mistakes. 

What does the patient know about the necessity 
for the operation or the skill of the surgeon who | 
is appointed by the Hospital Board and is 
vested with responsibility by the city? What will 
be the value and binding character of a waiver 
signed by a sick or dangerously wounded man 
in charge of the hospital authorities? And why 
should the city confess the incompetence of 
its Hospital medical corps by requiring such a 
silly proceeding? It is a reflection on the human- 
ity and efficiency of our hospital management.

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WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN COLORADO. 

Helen L. Sumner has devoted several years to 
a study of woman suffrage in Colorado, where 
women have voted on all questions for 16 years. 
She has embodied the result of her observations 
in a book which can be used by advocates and 
opponents of Votes for Women with almost equal 
force. The investigator herself declares that her 
observations have convinced her that the experi- 
ment Colorado has tried is a success. 

Colorado women pay little attention to the pri- 
maries, and they are seldom seen as delegates 
at nominating conventions. The women refuse 
to vote for a man affiliated with the liquor busi- 
ness or whose morals are known to be bad, but 
they care nothing for business ability, personal 
honor or business honesty. A greater percentage 
of the women in the better residence districts reg- 
ister and vote than in the slums or tenement dis- 
tricts, but the investigator finds that undesirables 
“generally vote and their vote is cast solidly in 
favor of the party in control of the police force.” 

About 40 per cent of the vote in Colorado is 
cast by women, and they apparently take care of 
their share of political skullduggery, as a list of 
fraudulent registrations in Denver contained the 
names of 3512 men and 1772 women. 
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They are now trying to stop the smoke 
nuisance in Pittsburg, when they ought to be 
thankful for anything that will hide them from 
the light of day.

Site for New Sub-Treasury. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


There seems to be some difference of opinion 
between the real estate fraternity and the bank- 
ers of St. Louis anent a site for the new sub- 
treasury building at St. Louis, recently provided 
for by act of Congress. The real estate men are 
of the opinion that the building should be located 
at Eighteenth and Market streets, opposite the 
Union Station, while the bankers contend that 
the building should be erected in the downtown 
business section of the city, giving as a reason 
that the banks of the city do the bulk of the 
business with the sub-treasury, and to compel 
their clerks to go each day as far west as Eight- 
eenth and Market streets would consume too 
much time and prove a burden. When analyzed 
their position seems to be the cgrrect one. 

A compromise location, and one which would 
add much to the beauty of the downtown section, 
would be the purchase of the block of ground 
bounded by Chestnut street on the south, Pine 
street on the north, Thirteenth street on the 
east and Fourteenth street on the west—the block 
of ground immediately south and the block of 
ground immediately north to be condemned by 
the city for park purposes. The new building 
would thus occupy the center of a magnificent 
group of muriicipal buildings—the City Hall, Mu- 
nicipal Courts building and the new Carnegig 
Library. The style of architecture in vogue by 
the United States Government would fit in ad- 
mirably with the style of buildings now under 
construction by the city. This plan would in all 
probability result in the establishment of a first- 
class hotel on the corner of Twelfth and Olive 
street, running west to Thirteenth street, hotel 
men, in view of the improvement of the blocks 
mentioned, being quick to recognize the advan- 
tages of the location on account of the width of 
Twelfth street and the corresponding open space 
afforded on Thirteenth street by the establish- 
ment of the small park system above outlined. 
The unusual width of Twelfth street peculiarly 
adapts it to hotel purposes, and eventually the 
west side of this street from Market street north 
to Washington avenue will prove to be the logical 
hotel and amusement center of the city.

School Playgrounds. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

During the spring and summer of 1909 the 
Board of Education rebuilt Pestalozzi School, lo- 
cated on the northeast corner of Seventh and 
Barry streets. Ordinarily, all property adjacent 
to school buildings is condemned and diverted 
to the use of the school. In the case of the 
Pestalozzi School, however, as little property as 
possible was acquired for the grounds. The yard 
is 4o small that.all the children cannot have re- 
cess together, it being necessary to dismiss cer- 
tain rooms at certain periods. 

The Humboldt School, which is now under way 
of reconstruction, seems to have been treated in a 
very similar manner to the Pestalozzi School, the 
Beard of Education having saved all possible ex- 
pense in the acquisition of sufficient grounds. 

A glance at the conditions in the western por- 
tion of our city shows that no expense is con- 
sidered in acquiring property ample for large and 
spacious grounds for the children of the rich—they 
who have beautiful homes and lawns of their own 
and who donot have to “live on the streets,” as is 
ofien expressed of the children in the congested 
districts. In the vicinity of the schools above 
mentioned, a great many of foreign nationalities 
aro now living under conditions which are, in 
the truest sense of the word “slum.” It is not a 
hard matter to find 6 to 8 persons cooking, living 
and sleeping tn two rooms. Houses built in this 
manner take with them little or no yards and, if 
any yard whatever, it ts always small, damp and 
in most cases entirely surrounded by bufldings so 
that not a particle of sunshine is permitted to 
‘lean out” the unsanitary con@itions. Our little 
friends in the West End, however, have, as be- 
fore stated, beautiful lawns and yards—often acres 
of ground surrounding their homes, .and they 
never feel the need of a school yard. 

If the children in the congested districts were 
given some place in which to play, clean, neat, 
airy, sunny and away from the street cars and 
vehicles, could we not expect better characters, 
higher types and nobler ideals? CITIZEN.

T last the tense ring was complete, and the spearmen rose

Rearing, the lion struck the man, bearing down the shield, his — 
back arched; and for a moment he slaked his fury with fang and 
talon. But on the instant I saw another spear driven clear through 
his body from side to side; and as the lion turned again the bright — 
spear blades darting toward him were flashes of white flame. 
The end had come. He seized another man, who stabbed him 
and wrenched loose. As he fell he gripped a spear head in his jaws 
with such tremendous force that he bent it double. Then the war- 
riors were round and over him, stabbing and shouting, wild with 
furious exultation. 
From the moment when he charged until hig death I doubt 
whether 10 seconds had elapsed, perhaps less; but what a 10 sec- 
onds! The first half dozen spears had done the work. Three of the 
spear blades had gone clear through the body, the points project- 
ing several inches; and these, and one or two others, including the 
one he had seized in his jaws, had been twisted out of shape in the 
terrible death struggle. 
We at once attended to the two wounded men. | 
Then the warriors, raising their shields above their heads, and 
chanting the deep-toned victory song, marched with a slow, dan- 
cing step around the dead body of the lion; and this savage dance 
of triumph ended a scene of as fierce interest and excitement as I 
ever hope to see.

NEW YORK, July 28.—President 
W. C. Brown of the New York Cen- 
tra] lines, fresh from a trip as far as 
the Missouri River, talked to news- 
paper men today of the optimistic, 
prosperous West, and expressed his 
wonder at the pessimism of the East, 
also utter inability to understand it. 

“From the Missouri River to New 
York the country looks like a garden 
nearly all the way,” he said. “Crops 
are exceptional in quality if a little 
shy in quantity. Only a norma] rain- 
fall from now on to Sept. 1 Is neces- 
sary to assure a bounteous grain 
harvest. 

‘“There’s plenty of money out there 
in the West to move the crops, and 
everything from the smal] merchant 
to the big manufacturer is prosper- 
ad ous. I have interests in seven banks 
in Illinois, Iowa and Missouri, and all 
of them are in excellent condition. 

“What's the m&atter with the East? 
I'm gure I don’t know and cannot ex- 
plain the pessimistic attitude of pusi- 
ness men. Out in the,West they can’t 
understand why Hastern men are not 
as properous as they are.” 

Mr. Brown speaks with some 
authority on crop subjects, as he 
farms a 400-acre tract jn Page 
County, Io., pictures of which, fn its 
present condition, he exhibited with 
not a little pride. Some of them 
showed corn standing about nine feet 
high. 

Going into details of the expected 
harvests, President Brown gave it as 
his opinion that the damage done by 
the extended drouth is not ag bad as 
many reports have it.

NEW YORK, July 3%. 


OUNG.CORBETT, former feather- 
Y weight champion pugilist of the 
world and the pride of the Broad- 
way and Forty-second street set, in the 
days when he was scattering the thou- 
sands of his ring earnings—the barkers 
on the “Seeing New York” wagons used 
to point out the old Metropole and refer 
to it as “Young Corbett’s training quar- 
ters’’—tasted bitterly today of the cup 
of departed greatness. 


The little fighter, the conqueror of 
“Terrible Terry” McGove§n. and who 
had the reputatian in the old days of 
buying wine with the rapidity of a mag- 
azine gun, spent six hours in a cell in 
the West Thirty-seventh Street Station 
after his arrest for disorderly conduct, 
although he telephoned to a score of his 
one-timé friends to come to his aid 
When he was fined $ today he had to 
beg Magistrate Appleton to parole him 
until he could raise the money to save 
himself from going to the Island. 


Young Corbett, whose real name Is 
William H. Rothwell, never drew the 
color, ine when he was fighting, and he 
selected a mighty dangerous spot to 
draw it at 4 o’clock this morning. Hav- 
ing enjoyed what he wauld call a “layge 
evening,’’ he journeyed over to the San 
Juan Hill neighborhood, and, stationing 
himself in front of Baron Wilkias’ cafe, 
858 West Thirty-fifth street, where Jack 
Johnson has his lodgings, loudly an- 
nounced himself as the oratorical de 
fender of the supremacy of the white 
race, Mr. Jeffries having fafled in de- 
fending it pugilistically, 


He defied Jack Johnson to come out 
and fight, but Mr. Johnsen was asieeP 
and didn’t hear the challenge, and then 
Young Corbett said that every black 
fighter had a yellow streak; that the 
whole negro race was yellow, and that 
he could lick Baron Wilkins and his 
hotel full of patrons, single handed. 
Some of these patrons came out of the 
cafe and a crowd was forming, when 





Policeman O’Neill and Sergt. Dunn came 
along. 

A dark cloud was hovering over Young 
Corbett’s horizon just at that time and 
O'Neill undertook to steer him quietly 
away. But there was nothing quiet 
about Young Corbett. 


“I’m not afraid of all the coons in 
the world,’’ he said to the policeman, 
“but you are, and I’m going to hand 
you a few,” and he started for O'Neill. 
But Young Corbett is fat, and his wind 
isn’t what it was, and in a few seconds 
he found himself in the unyielding grip 
of Sergt. Dunn and Policeman O'Neill. 
They called the patrel wagon, and after 
a good deal of resistance the former 
champion was taken to the station. 

There he loudly proclaimed his friend- 
ship for “Big Tim” Sullivan and George 
Considine and their friends, and he kept

Generally favorable weather for 
crops and farming operations. No 
occasion to change previous con- 
clusions as to general situation. 
Winter wheat threshing returns 
satisfactory. Harvesting spring 
wheat commenced. Yield favorable 
as could be expected, considering 
climatic conditions during early 
life of plant. Corn advanced great- 
ly in growth. Most of area of ex- 
cellent promise. Harvesting of oats 
advancing and general outlook very 
favorable for good crop. 











Improved weather conditions over the 
growing grain area today encouraged 
the sellers to renew their efforts for 


lower prices. 

Professional sentiment wae bearish 
from the start, and pit traders worked 
for a reaction. 

Temperatures were lower In Nebraska 
and Oklahoma with a low barometer 
over the important corn states. There 
were scattered rains throughout Iowa, 
and Central Illinois had a good wetting 
down. 

The official forecast indicated cooler 
weather and thundrstorms in sections of 
the corn belt. 

The spring wheat belt was clear, but 
seasonable with lower temperatures in- 
dicated. Advices indicate the Northwest 
crop showing considerable improvement. 

The winter wheat harvest is pro- 
gressing under ideat conditions and the 
movement of new wheat increasing. 
Missouri reports indicate a wheat yield 
above expectations and the corn crop 
showing excellent progress. 

Inglis wired: ‘“‘Through Missouri some 
heavy corn earing. West from Jeffer- 
son City considerable late corn, but no 
firing. Sufficient moisture for the pres- 
ent; plant growing rapidly, pastures 
fair. Not much wheat threshed; still 
standing in shock. Fields exceeding ex- 
pectations.” 

Snow wired: “Good rains in South- 
east Iowa last night. Corn in Western 
Missouri counties north of river begin- 
ning to tassel. Splendié color; no ev? 
dence of heat. or drouth in appearance 
of vegetation.” 

The July wheat option 
showed independent strength. Some 
traders expressed the belief that a 
squeeze of shorts is contemplated. 

The Liverpool market was irregular. 
Barly prices were %@%44 higher in 
American advices; less pressure of 
Danubian offers, unfavorable weather 
in the United Kingdom, as well as 
strength in country markets, and good 
buying by France. The late market was 
easier, on cheap Indian offers and re- 
ports of more favorable weather in 
France. 

Broomhall estimates the wheat ship- 
ments this week from Argentine at 1,- 
200,000 bu; last week, 1,834,000 bu; last 
year, 880,000 bu; curn this week at 4,- 
000,000 bu; last week, 2,983,000 bu; last 
year, 3,137,000 bu. 

An Argentine cable says weather there 
is favorable for new wheat crop sow- 
ing in the south, and the work progress- 
ing. Drouth continues in the north, but 
is not serious. Corn offers are liberal. 

The import duty on corn to Spain has 
bean raised 2.28 pesetas per 100 kilos. 
Present duty is 9%c per 480 pounds.

Two large bouquets of flowers sent 
to Interf&ational Vice-President Frank 
Hayes of the United Mine Workers of 
America accentuated the strained rela- 
tions between President Lewis of that 
organization and the miners of Illinotls. 
The flowers were sent to Hayes when 
he took possession of his office as as- 
sistant to President Lewis at Indianap- 
olis, several menths ago. The incident 
led to the disapproval by Illinois coal 
miners of the compromise arranged by 
Lewis and the International Executive 
Board with the coal operators of the 
State in settlement of the coal strike. 
Hayes formerly was secretary and 
treasurer of the Belleville district of 
the miners’ organization. He was elect- 
ed international vice-president and took 
his office April 1 last, as an assistant 
to President Lewis. His friends sent 
the bouquets in honor of his election. 
Lewis ordered the flowers taken from 
the room and curtailed the office held 
by Hayes until he is at present little 
more than an organizer of the United 
Mine Workers, according to the state- 
ment of Illinois miners. 
Vote Indicates Rejection. 

Dissension between Lewis and the IIli- 
nois miners’ union officials has been 
marked since. By the compromise of 
the Illinois strike situation, as submitted 
by Lewis to a referendum vote of the 
miners, it is said Lewis is taking much 
of. the power from the state organiza- 
tion and placing it in the hands of the 
international board. The ballots now 
being counted show that the compromise 
recommended by Lewis has been voted 
down by a large majority and will be 
rejected. 

The coal miners quit work April 1, 
after their demands had been refused by 
the mine operators. In a few districts 
in Illinois the operators have signed the 
scale demanded and the miners have re- 
turned to; work. 

Wage Increases Demanded. 

The demands were for a zeneral in- 
crease in wages of 8 cents a ton in 
all districts except Williamson and 
Franklin counties, where 6 cents a ton 
advance was asked, and an increase of 5 
cents a ton in the northern fields: an 
increase of 5.55 per cent for day laborers, 
yardage, and ‘‘dead’’ work; the payment 
of the shot-firers by the mine opera- 
tors, and several details concerning the 
government of the miners by the union. 

The wages paid in the Belleville dis- 
trict are said to be the highest in 
the State. In Williamson and Franklin 
counties the wages are 7 cents a ton 
lower, hence the larger increase de- 
manded in these districts. In the north- 
ern field an increase of )5 cents a ton 
is asked because the present scale is 
lower than in the Belleville field, which 
is used as a basis of calculation. 

Jurisdiction Is Questioned, 

The compromise recommended by 
Lewis accepted a 5-eent advance in Wil- 
liamson and Franklin counties instead 
of the 6 cents asked. In the northern 
field the compromise named a 3-cent 
increase instead of the 5 cents asked. 
The shot-firers were to be paid by the 
operators not to exceed 14% cents a ton, 
the miners to pay all in excess. 

The Illinois miners object to the clause 

in the compromise which provided that 
where the operators and miners cannot 
agree in a controversy it is to be settled 
by the International tm xecutive Board, 
according to the statement of Adolph 
Germer, secretary-treasurer of the Belle- 
ville district, the position formerly held 
by Hayes. The miners contend, he says, 
that this would make the Illinois Staie 
organization ineffective and take from 
it the right to settle appeals in State 
matters. 
Another fault found with the compro- 
mise, according to Germer, is that it 
provides that the miners continue to 
work atfer the expiration of the new 
contract -in 1912 pending negotiations. 
This, it is said, is a “joker,” which 
takes away from the Illinois miners the 
right to demand an increase at that 
time.
